do not believe it comes out of the 
reeds, or cane, asthey call it. It is 
accompanied by an insect—a kind of 
lause. The Indians gather the seeds 
and grass and bnshes together, then 
thrash with sticks, and sift it out,melt 
it down and strain throngh cloth. It 
is pure sugar. But where it comes 
from has always puzzled me. The 
Indians gather a large quantity of it 
every Fall, and cattle get very fat by 
eating feed that has it on.’ ”’ 

This letter explains the mystery. 
The cane or reed which was supposed 
to produce the sugar found on its 
leaves and stems is evidently of no 
value. The sects which Mr. Love- 
lock speaks of as living on the plant 
are doubtless the “honey-dew’’ pro- 
ducers, the aphides, or plant lice, de- 
Scribed in this column yesterday. 
Their peculiar sweet secretion crys- 


talizes into grains on the exterior of 


the plant, and has thus given rise to 
the story of the “Piute Sugar Cane.” 
Honey Lake in Lassen county receiv- 
ed its name fromthe ‘‘honey dew” 
which is found upon the tules around 
its margin. The vegetation through- 
out Honey Lake valley exhibits de- 
posits of the same substance, except- 
ing the salt grass. The plants in that 
section are infested by the apiiis.

UNSATISFACTORY CANDIDATES.

THE A.T. &S. FE RAILROAD. 


The port of Guaymas, Mexico, on 
the Gulf of California, is to» be the 
western terminus of the great over- 
land railroad known as the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe. Track laying is 
now progressing at the rate of a mile 
and a half a day along the Rio Grande. 
The road will leave the Rio Grande 
160 miles south of Albuquerque, and 
cut in a southwesterly direction across 
the southeastsrn portion of Arizona, 
whence it will be carried down in an 
almost straight-line through Sonora to 
Guaymas. The road will be comple- 
ted in about eighteen months. Work 
on the western terminus at Guaymas, 
will be commenced immediately, a 
vessel with railroad supplies having 
already left San Francisco for that 
port. The,Mexican division, extend- 
ing through Sonora from Guaymas 
will be built this year. The comple- 
tion of the road will make Guaymas a 
port of considerable importance. 

The A. T. & 8) Fe company some 
time since swallowed the Atlantic and 
Pacific company, and, after building 
the main line to Guaymas, they pro- 
pose to carry out the project of the 
Atlantic & Pacific Co. by constructing 
a road along the thirty-fifth parallel, 
with a terminus at San Francisco, and 
perhaps a branch to San Diego. The 
new road to Guaymas will shorten the 
distance from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific 600 miles, and Australia is 1,000 
miles nearer to Guaymas than to San 
Francisco. These advantages will se- 
cure abundant traffic to the new road,

Secretar? John Sherman made a 
speech at Mansfleld, Obio, on the first 
instant, which may be considered as 9 
definition of his position as a Presideu- 
tial candidate. He said that *the Re- 
publican party is the party of princi- 
ple and the Democratic party the party 
of opposition. The Republican party 
wins only on its bold leadership on 
questions of public policy. It pro- 
roposes now to maintain the policy of 
resumption and refunding which must 
be supported hereafter by the friendly 
action of the Government. It pro- 
poses to maintain and enforce the con- 
stitutional amendments with all the 
power of the National Government, to 
the jend that every man, poor or rich, 
white or black, may be secure in the 
full enjoyment of civil and political 
rights.

It would 
be a singular position for a Republi- 
can paper not to have something to 
say about who should be nominated, 
Until the convention meets at Chicago, 
we are not opposing {the Republican 
party by working against any man. 
We are simply opposing the senti- 
ment which points to him as being 
suitable, and trying in our small way 
to change it. Until June 2d. the pro- 
ceeding are in the deliberative stage 
and the party is trying, it is to be hoped, 
to fix upon.the best man. It is much 
more in the line of an intelligent Re- 
publican paper to do what it can to 
aid those deliberations. It would 
be much more becoming in Republi- 
can voters and organs to insist upon 
having good men and honest service 
than to say “Go ahead gentlemen, 


put up any dirty job you like, we will 


swallow the whole business and vote 
it straight.’’ Such a course would be 
the ruin of any countiy. No party 
eaders could resist such a temptation 
to despotism. Party organization is 
necessary, but party leaders must 
remember that parties are a means to 
an end, and that end must always 
be the good of the country. When. 
that end is not to be reached by the 
success of any. man or any party, it is 
a sacred duty to oppose them. If 
Blaine is nominated at Chicago, it is 
one thing. If Grant is nominated it 
is another. It may then be a choice 
of two evils, and we will make an 
honest endeavor to choose the least 
and try to defeat the worst. The 
GAZETTE is in exactly the same boat 
as most of the leading papers of the 
country. It is trying to defeat what 
it believes would be a bad nomination. 
The assertion that we go so far as to 
say that we will not support Grant or 
Blaine is false. Our words will bear 
nostch.interpretation. We shall not 
sit on the fence when the time comes, 
but we decline to have anyone do our 
deciding for us in advance. 


As to the campaign printing neither the 
Republican party nor any other party 
can influence us a hair by giving it to 
us or withholding it. It is customary for 
a competent committee to examine 
bills when brought in, and if when 
pay day comes they think the Ga- 
ZETTE'S money has not been earned or 
forany reason they think it is not due, 
they will not be sued for it. It is 
true that a mas who hopes for political 
honors is foolish for allowing princi- 
ple to interfere with fealty to party. 
There is nothing which takes such a 
hold upon men as religion and politics, 
Churches and parties are fiercely in- 
tolerant. One sends dissenters to hell 
and the other starves them to death 
or sends them te the grave of political 
oblivion. Gov, Curtin, of Pennsylva- 
nia, one otf the best and brightest 
men in America, became the candidate 
of the Democracy at the request of 
thousands of Republicans, in the hope 
that he could break the power of the 
Camerons, but he was beaten and will 
never be heard of again. The man 
who expects to ever run for an office 
should choose his party and tie to it 
through thick and thin, but that seems 
hardly to be the proper course for a 
newspaper.

MORE CROOKEDNESS. 


The Springer—Manning—Finley — 
imbroglio is the long name given to 
an ill-smelling investigation now go- 
ing forward at Washington.

THE WORD “BOOM,” 


The Toronto Globe says in explana- 
tion of the origin of the political word 
‘““‘hoom,” that ‘‘miners in the Far West 
have a practice of conducting explo- 
rations by a means which they call 
‘booming.’ It consists in damming up 
some gorge ona mountain side and 
allowing the water from the melting 
snow to accumulate until an immense 
reservoir has been formed. When 
the pond is full an outlet is made; 
and the water rushes down with irre- 
sistible force, overwhelming every- 
thing in its path. Rocks, trees and 
boulders are hustled along, the top 
soil is carried away and huge ravines 
are cut inthe mountain sides. Some- 
times gullies seventy-five and a hun- 
dred feet wide are formed, extending 
to the foot of the mountain. Rich 
Veins and deposits of ore are often 
uncovered by this process, and the 
woord ‘booming’ describing it is seen 
to have some real significance.” 

No such “booming” process as that 
spoken of by the Globe has ever been 
heard of by miners in this country. 
It is not necessary to seek for any 
such far-fetched explanation. The $ 
rivation of the word is sufficient justi- 
fication of its present use in a political 
sense. One of the primary meanings 
of the noun ‘‘boom,” as defined by 
Webster, is “a hollow roar, as of 
waters orcannon.” There are several 
words from which ‘‘boom” may have 
been derived, There is the Welsh 
bwmp, meaning a hollow sound. (This 
exactly describes the Tilden boom.) 
Then there is the Dutch word bommen, 
meaning “‘to drum, to sound as an 
empty barrel.” The Anglo-Saxon 
bymian means to blow or sound a 
trampet. ‘Thus the primary meaning 
of ‘‘boom’’ seems to refer to sound. 
It is a natural extension of the mean- 
ing of the word toapply it to that 
process of bringing a candidate into 
prominence which consists principally 
in making a noise over him, blowing 
his trumpet and sounding his praises.

DAGGETL ON THE MULE.

Congressman Daggett rose in his 
place in the House Monday, and 
read from a morning paper the simple 
announcement that Geo. Munson of 
La Grande, Union county, Or.,. was 
killed on the 2d by a kick from a 
niule. Mr. Daggett directed the at- 
tention of the members to the fact 
that there were large numbers of 
mules in the Government service, and 
that they are the boldest and most ag- 
gressive of their kind. The express- 
ion of Horace—as cheeky as a Govern- 
ment mule, has become a familiar 
phrase. “I have not risen,” said Mr, 
Daggett, “to wage war on the mule. 
My appreciation of the animal’s good 
qualities is well-known. But on be- 
half of the thousands of brave men 
whose lives are imperilled by the 
heels of Government mules, mules 
whom it is their duty to watch over 
and to whose wants they are required 
to minister, I beg to enter a solemn 
protest here to-day. I protest against 
the emp! of mules ; j nger 
by the Government. Gentlemen, the 
spirit of Geo, Munson, who died at 
the heels of a muic in far off Oregon, 
is hovering over us now. I fancy I 
can see him in that most eventful 
hour of his life, stooping to curry 
the leg of the treacherous beast, per- 
haps to comb his fraudulent tail. If 
the spirit of Munson could be heard, 
I feel sure that its voice would be for 
the discharge of the vicious hybrid 
from all ranks of the Government ser- 
vice.” 

Mr. Daggett gave formal notice of 
his intention to ask for the appoint- 
ment of a Congressional committee to 
investigate the disposition and habits 
of Government mules, and to report 
upon the same. He also called upon 
the Secretary of the Interior for statis- 
tics relating to mules in the Govern- 
ment service.

| The Curious Influence of Electric Light 


upon Vegetables, 


From The London Times. 


At the meeting of the Royal Society 
last evening (March 4) Dr. C. W. 
Siemens, F. R. 8., gave a detailed des- 
cription of some experiments upon the 
above subject which have been con- 
ducted during the last two months at 
his house at Sherwood, and exhibited 
specimens. The method pursued was 
to -plant quick-growing seeds -and 
plants, such as mustard, carrots,beans, 
swedes,. cucumbers, and melons, in 
pots, and these pots were divided into 
four groups, one of which was kopt 
entirely in the dark, one was exposed 


to the influence of the electric light - 


Ouly, one to the influence of daylight 
only, and one to daylight and electric 
light in succession. 
was applied for six hours each even- 
ing—from 5 to 11—and the plants 
were then left in darkness during the 
remainder of the night. The general 
result was that the plants kept entirely 
in the dark soon died; those ex 

to electric light only or to daylight 
only throve about equally; and those 
exposed to day aud electric light 
throve far better than either, the spec- 
imens of mustard and carrots exhib- 
ited to the society showing this differ- 
ence in a very remarkable way. 

Before concluding his observations 
Dr. Siemens placed a pot of budding | 


tulips in the full brightness of an elec- ~ 


tric lamp in the meeting room, and 
in about forty minutes the buds had 
expanded into full bloom,

- A Novel Devece ,for Separating Flour 


from the Bran—Claimed to be an 
Invention that is Worthy to be. 
Ranked with the Cotton Gin. 


. New Haven, Conn., March 14.— 
The son of Superintendent Smith of 
the Atlantic Flour Mills noticed some 
months ago, while watching the pro- 
cess of bolting flour, that the electric- 


. ity cot ga the belting used in con- 
i 


nection the purifying machines 
attracted the bran and caused it to 
cling to the belt in large quantities. 
Thus was s ted the machine that 
was patented last month under the 
name of the “Electric Middlings Pu- 
rifier,’ and which his friends say is 
an invention equal in importance to 
that of the cotton gin, and the first 
application of frictional electricity to 
any practical use. | 

On Saturday afternoon last a nota- 
ble gathering assembled ina dingy 
room if the third story of a machine 
shop in this city to see one of the pu- 
rifiers in operation. Thomas D. Os- 
borne, 8 young man of twenty years, 
He is half 
owner of the patent, and is a member 
of the junior class in Yale College. 
Young Smith was his classmate until 


recently, when failing eyesight com- 


pelled him to leave~ college. When 
he conceived the idea of an electric 
purifier,he went to young Osborne and 
asked him to have a machine con- 
structed embodying the frictional 
Working together, 
the youog men brought forth the 
present invention. 

Imthe bolting machine now in use 
the bran is separated from the flour 
by a powerful air blaat, which blows 
off the lighter bran. Considerable 
steam power is needed, the work must 
be dene in an enclosed chamber on 
account of the dust, and there isa 
great, waste, because the air current 
carries off with the bran the finer 
particles of flour. In the new inven- 
tion electricity is designed to take the 
Just over the 
wire bolting cloth, which has a rapid 
réciprocal motion, area number of 
hard rubber cylinders, slowly revolv- 
ing. As they turn they rub- against 
strips of sheepskin, which are made 
to press down upon them, thus gene- 
As the mid- 
dlings are sieved by the reciprocal 
motion, the lighter bran comes to the 
top of the moving middlings, and is 
attracted to the rollers. To these it 
clings, as do pieces of paper to a stick 
of sealing wax when it has been smart- 
ly rubbed, until a certain quantity is 
attracted when it drops into receiving 
troughs, whence by a simple mechan- 
ical arrangement the bran is brushed 
out of the side of the purifier into re- 
ceptacies. At the same time the flour 
is pouring Out of the other side of the 
machine, while the “tailings”. drop 
out at the end opposite the hopper. 

The persons who saw the new puri- 
fier in operation omSaturday agreed 
that it was a wonderful invention. 
Although-sbown unenclosed, in an 
erdinary machine room, there was 
neither dust nor waste. It was said 
that the purifier could be run by one 
man working at acrank. The electric 
power was in proportion to the speed 
of the roller. In the experimental 
purifier eight six-inch rollers were 
used. Mr. Smith is now in Minnesota, 
arranging to put one into one of the 
largest flour mills in that State, which 
will have eighteen eight-inch rollers, 
It is claimed that the new purifier can 
be manufactured at less cost than 
those in present use. Last year there 
was great damage caused in St. Paul, 
Minw., by explosions in flour mills 
while bolting middlings by the air 
blast process. It is claimed that there 
can be no explosion where the electric 
machine is used.

can take place which would reconcile 
the Germans toGen. Grant. They are 
dead set against him, and under no 
circumstancss would vote for him. If 
he be the Chicago nominee Ohio will 
surely give the Democratic candidate 
from 25,000 to 50,000 majority, and 
the chances would be good for the 
majority to reach even 75,000.

Personally I am 
as much opposed to Gen. Grant’s nom- 
ination as any one can be, because I 
think his re-election would be a very 
bad precedent. I should like to see 
Washburne nominated.
